but little demand for money. This con- 
dition, togetb/ar with the fact that there 
IB a great deal of money offered (or loan, 
indicates a healthy flaanclal condition in 
Adams eounuy and arguea well for the 
people in general. 


It mjy be said that but few business 


men are making extraordinary gains just 
now, bat the practice of greater economy 
aud the more stringent application of 
business principles, made necessary by 
tbe financial stress of the last several 
years, haa served to bring about a better 
financial feeling. 


The business of our county depends 


necessarily very largely on its farms, 
and although the profit from the farm 
has been small during tha last several 
years, there are indications that con 
ditions are improving.

THE 1>HEAT CROP. 


Pennsylvania does not seem to b 


alone m having a poor out-look fo 
wheat. There are reports of widesprea 
damage from various States of th 
Union, but especially from the middl 
West and the far Korthwest. Wher 
the fields were well covered with snow 
the severe weather of last winter coul 
do the voung plants no injury 
But i 


many places there was severe weathe 
atter the snow had disappeared, and i 
others the fields were laid bare by th 
wird, which blew the scow into drifts 
In Washington and Oregon much of th 
wheat la sown m the fall, and it is re 
ported that this has been greatly injured 


In California the total destruction o 


the crop by drought was threatened, bu 
ram finally came in time to save it 
I 


the spring wheat region it was feare 
that seeding would be greatly retarded 
A short crop this year would have a mor 
than usual effect upon prices, as ther 
will be but little surplus carried over t 
make the shortage good, as comparec 
with ihe great world's surplus whic 
was earned over xrom year to year 
short time back. The promise of bette 
prices this year probably caused tb 
seeding of a larger area last fall, and i 
tbis is ao, tbe pre duct of that increase 
acreage will help to mak° good an 
damage which may have been caused b 
the severe winter.

Hicks For April. 


The change in seasonal conditions conse- 


quent upon the equinoctial period, make 
the v/eather unsettled, and showers are 
likely throughout the month, outside of 
regular storm periods. Centering on the 
3d and 4th look out for a rise in tempera- 
ture, falling barometer and showers and 
thunder. Cooler weather, with high winds, 
will follow, with snow to the north. 
The 


next storm period will run from the 7th 
to the llth, with a warm wave prevailing.

DAVID KAHK.IS BEGAN WITH A COLT 


AS» BECAME A MILLIONAIRE. 


One of His Kuloa Wiia "Thou Shall Not S«U 


Corn"—n* 1» Salil to Fatten More 


Cattle than Any Other Man In 


the \Forlil. 


A millionaire farmer ig clearly to bi 


reckoned a sort of latter day miracle 
says a dispatch from Tarkio, Mo., to the 
Atlanta Constitution ; all the more if he 
lives in Missouri, aud farms all the yeai 
round. Tarkio, Atchinaon county, is his 
local habitation. David Rank in is hi 
name. To be strictly accurate, theHoa 
David Rankin ; he tas served more than 
oae term in the State Legislature. lie 
owns and manages 23,000 acres of lane 
in Atehmson county, worth from §50 to 
$100 per acre, and not in the market even 
at those figure?. He has bought every 
acre of it since 1876. mostly from speeu 
lative Eastern holders, who were glad al 
getting $6 to $10 an ucre for their hold 
ings, because tbe railway had passed 
Iheta by. 


It gives a new idea or rjagniQe'en 


Western distances to know tbfit tbe Ban 
kin lands are scattered over an area of 
forty odd miles, yet their owner visits 
triiem every little while. He livesin a 
handsome house just outside Tarkio 
Five o'clock overy tins morning finds 
him in his bug<?y, whiiling to hig main 
office as fast as a spandimj span can car- 
ry him. He Qnds a confidential secre- 
tary awaiting him. A brief interval of 
talk, clear and pointed instructions, a 
few notes, mental and written, and then 
tie v.-hips away for * round of maybe half 
a doz^n of his fourteen farms before he 
thinks oi earning his horses' heads home. 


The farms run from 600 to 3,000 acres. 


To work them squires between 130 and 
140 hands, 700 borses, more than 100 
wagons, ploughs, harrows, planters, cul- 
tivators and seeders innumerable. Each 
ranch is in charge of a competent fore- 
nan, who gets $50 a month and board 
Farmhands are paid $20 a month and 
usually the foreman's family runs the 
farm boarding house. Besides the var- 
ious foremen there is a farm superinten- 
dent at a salary many a bank official 
might envy. It is questionable, however, 
if his beet endeavors are worth as much 
as the eye of the master. 


All the land is arable, yet but little 


more than half goes yearly under the 
plough. 
Perhaps 2,000 acres are sown 


to wheat. The remainder is planted in 
corn and yields in average years 800,000 
bushels. Not a grain is sold until it is 
transformed into fat stock. In addition 
to his "wn crop, Mr. Rankin bujs what- 
ever corn his neighbors have to sell. He 
buys also their stalk fields, after the com 
is gathered, and turns into them herds 
of cattle to gather up their rich glean- 
ings' Besides all that, he buys ton upon 
ton of cottonseed meal for feeding 
Smail wonder that his lands grow and 
increase in fertility under continuous 
cropping. 


All laud not under plough is laid down 


in clover, timothy and blue grass pastur- 
es. 
After standing four years they are 


fallowed and put in grain, the grain fields 
meantime going back into grass. 
This 


part of the boil, originally as rich as auy 
in the world, is always resting. 


Once at least his ironclad lule against 


the sale of corn led him into a funnj 
mistake. It is, of course, quite impossi- 
ble for a man who owns so many teams 
arid hires so many drivers to keep all ol 
them accurately in mind. But there is 
an infallible earmark—at least Mr. Han- 
kin himself thought so for a good while. 
It is the wagon harness. 
He uses tht 


old-fashioned trace chains, as being both 
cheaper, handier and more lasting thau 
the uew-faLgled outfits of straps and 
leather. So whenever he meets a team 
so accoutred he naturally sets it down 
as part of Us property. Some little time 
b.ick he mot », four-horse team, brave in 
cl-ui:; harness, drawing a big load of corn 
tluougU i'arkio streets- The sight of il 
set b.ro tviM. ''Thou shall not sell 
corn I'' was asort of ulevenih command- 
ment with him. 


A favoiste expression with him, and 


one that he uses to give vent to his feel- 
ings, ia "Set fire," repeated two or three 
limes quite 'apidly. Oa this occasion h- 
commenced with "Set fire! Set fire! 
What are you doing there with that 
corn ?" The driver calmly replied that 
he bad brought it to town to sell. This 
gave rise too newstoim of "set fires," 
i,ut fortunately sort'" one who knew the 
man came forward and explained mat- 
ters. He was a farmer who had adopt- 
ed Mr. Bankiu's style of harness, and it 
was his own coin that lie bad brought to 
town to sell. 


Mr, Ilankin fattens more cattle than 


any other man in tbe world. 
Every year 


he buys and fattens eight or ten thou- 
sand head. The bulk of them come from 
Texas, though Kansas, Nebraska, low i 
and Missouri are fair sources of supply. 
He has been known to buy 8,000 head in 
a bunch, »ud pay on them a fteight bill 
of i?2S,000. 
He has just now bought 


5.000 head of Texas cattle to be delivered 
next November, paying for them $30 a 
head, His shipments of fat cattle begin 
in June. From the first of June to the 
first of September he suips two or three 
traiuloads each week. 


He keeps 10,000 to 12,000 head of hogs 


all the time, aud sells fat ones to the val-

of ?80,000 yearly. All these he raiaes. 
In fact, he never buys a pig, except for 
the infusion of new Wood into his breed- 
stock. Some years back, while there 
waa money in horses he undertook the 
breeding of draught beaats, and built 
upon his homefartn, just outside Tarkio, 
a horse barn very much up to date. 
It 


cost $10,000 and is .an octagonal brick 
building, four stories high. It is lighted 
throughout with electricity. Each stall 
baa its own incandescent lamp and the 
cupalo an arc light which turns midnight 
into day all over the barnyard. 


It is wort!) while to look a little into 


the genesis of this man, and his fortune 
Physically, he is tall, raw-boned, sinewy, 
with keen blue eyes, a weather-beaten 
face, gray hair and beard. Piimitive to 
a degree, yet without roughness. 
He 


knows life, knows men, yet has never 
got far from tbe soil. It does not aston- 
lah you to find that he was as a young 
man a follower and ardent admirer ot 
Abraham Lincoln. lie grew up in Illi- 
nois, though he was horn in Sullivan 
county, Ind., May 18, 1825. The Ban- 
kins were of Scotch-Irish strain. David'a 
father was a poor farmer, muat have 
been something of a nomad. lie moved 
many times between the Indiana home 
and the final settling in what is now 
Henderson county, 111. David quit the 
schools at tae age of 11, and set to work 
for his living. 


Doubtless he earned something more, 


but it all went in the family fund. 
When he was free bis father gave him a 
colt, the first thing he ever owned. 
Most smart youngsters would have tmen 
in it a prospective saddle horse. 
David 


was another sort. He sold the colt for 
$52 and put the money in calves, to grow 
while he worked for more. Pretty soon 
be bad the chance to buy an eight gcre 
farm, It took grit to go in debt for it, 
with wheat at 25 Cents a bushel and fire 
wood at SI a cord. Those were the pric- 
es David's father had got for what he 
had to sell. 
Still, David bought tbe 


farm. Inside of four years he had it paid 
for it with money earned mostly by 
breaking prarie. The virgin soil is too 
tough for horses or mules. It mnat be 
turned with the slow, steady draught or 
oxen. David Kankin managed to buy a 
pair. 
His breaking plough, a special 


implement, he made himself with the 
help of a local blacksmith. lie had no 
money to buy the necessary iron, but a 
friend stood secuiity, ao he got it, and 
thus was enabled literally to set his 
hand to the plough. 


It is no wonder he loves land and pre- 


fers it to all other inveitments. 
From 


the first it has prospered him amazingly, 
though from the first he has seldom sold 
crude products. 
That first eight-acre 


farm had a herd of cattle on it even be- 
fore it was paid for. So, driving and 
thriving the master of it came toown 3,000 
acres by the time the civil war began. 


Surpassingly rich, he has nottorgotlen 


what it means to be poor. As becomes 
tis blood, he is a Presbyterian, and 
strives to live his religion as well as to 
believe it. 
Liberal in support of his 


Church and her worka, he can be 
depended on to be as liberal to any good 
cause, especially the cause of education. 
Tarkio College alone has received from 
him nearly $100,000. He had given to 
the institution above $25,000 when /ire 
destroyed tbe main building. 
He at 


once oflered $25,000 toward rebuilding, 
if as much could be raised elsewhere. 
Since then he has bad a standing offer 
to give to tbe college a dollar for every 
dollar contributed outside. 
By bis help 


the college has put up Its present magni- 
ficient buildii'gs and holds its place ainocg 
bigrxilass Western Institutionsotlearn- 
ing. Heedless to add that Mr. Baukin's 
picture appeals upon the college button 
or that his unique and original adjuia- 
tion, "Set fire," makes an important 
part of the college yell. 


"Btmember the Sabbath day to keep 


it holy," is a living law upon every foot 
of Kankin land, By way ot helping bis 
men to keep it, Mr. Bankin stipulates in 
tbe beginning that Monday shall be pay- 
day. As they are paid oft weekly, he 
thinks it is wise to minimize Sunday 
temptations. 
He does not relish the 


thought that a man may waste his earn- 
ings in an hour aud leave hia family in 
want before next week's money comes 
in.

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Brood Marcs. 


Brood mares should have all the well 


cured hay that they will eat when led 
regularly three limes a day, says the 
Horse Breeder. If in addition to this, 
they are led not less than six quarts of 
the best oats, there will be but HUJe 
danger of getting them too fat. Wheie 
there is one brood mare in the country 
injured by over-feeding, there are many 
that are actually suffering from lack of 
nouiiahroent. Those who cannot afford 
to feed liberally had better reduce their 
stock or go out of business altogether, 
What has been aaid of brood mares, is 
equally true of foals of all ages, from 
weanlings to maturity. Host farm- 
ers who raise only a tew foals feed too 
sparingly. 
There is little danger of 


colts eating too much, either of bay or 
oats, provided they have plenty of pure 
air and a chance to exercise every day. 
The ftiet of youngsters need particular 
attention during the winter months. If 
not looked after carefully and often, 
they are likely to aufler from thrush, 
which, it not cured, will result in con- 
tracted feet. The practice of allowing 
colts to stand in filth to keep their feet 
soft has ruined the feet of many a 
promising foal. 
The fset should be 


leveled and dressed with a rasp at least 
every month to keep them in proper 
shape. A sharp lookout should be kept 
during winter for vermin and worms, 
either of which will cause a promising 
colt to become unthrifty in a short time. 
The former can generally be easily de- 
tected by examining the skin on the 
neck and around the fore shoulders. 
There are several varieties, some of 
which are so small that they may at first 
be mistaken for small specks of dandruff. 
Colts suffering from worms are oftoo 
pot-Lellied, the coat looks dead arid 
rough, aud the hair points toward the 
ears. Whan such a condition exists 
some good remedy should be tried with- 
out delay.

MAKING ANI> HANDLING 


MANURE. 


Almost every farmer has a wa> of 


handling and making manure says a 
writer in the Frame farmer, i will 
give my plan wuicu after years of ex- 
perience I am still practicing. I first of 
all bed my stables for tny stock with 
eome good bedding such as straw from 
wheat, oats, rye, or clover, or if these 
can not be bad I use forest leaves, i 
make the bedding just deep enough so 
it will make a good bed and it also acts 
as an absorbent to suck up aud retain all 
liquid manure which is undoubtedly the 
beat part of the manure. 1 do not clean 
out my stables daily but let the manure 
accumulate until it becomes necessary 
or I have time. I always use all the bed. 
ding that can be properly mixed In the 
manure so as to retain all Mie moisture. 
In this way the liquid manure is [etameii 
and the manure heap is also increased 
by the amount of straw put m it, for 
when bedding is wainpled aud mashed 
by the slock it soon rots troia theehatnic- 
al action ol the manure and makea near- 
ly double the amount it would if just 
thrown out each morning as it, would not 
then be rotled. And 
i£ thrown out, 


under the eaves of. the stable as many 
do, the rain will wjsli almost all the 
QianuieoutoC it. Handle ice manure 
just as liule as possible it you aie work- 
ing tor economy and also profit. Luave 
it where it tails Ullitisuecessiiry to clean 
your stables, then rim your wagon to 
the stable and throw your manure in 
the wagon as you throw it out. JUul it 
in dry or frozen weather diuel to the 
Beld where it is wanted aud scatlel it as 
you throw it from the wagon. I prefer 
using it on my wheat ti Id alter the 
ground ia brokcu and beiore ID ia pre- 
pared for sowing so it may be harrowed 
and thoroughly woiked in the ground 
and the young plants can lake hold of it 
In the winter take it to the wheat tield 
and scalier it and the rains will waah ii 
down in the drill rows aud the plants 
will drink in the bantQts. if the ma 
nure is to be used for the garden I break 
the ground in the fall and dunug the 
winter, while it is frozen 1 scatter the 
manure. I do this when there 13 a snow 
on the ground If possible, than it gradu- 
ally sinks into the tnoist ground aa it 
thaws and by spring will be ready for 
use. When it is dry enough plow your 
ground again and if not rich eucugh put 
well rotted manure over it again and 
you will have ground that will raise any- 
thing you wish to plant. 


Another writerin thesame papersays : 
The farmer who is a wise man will 


try to save all the manure that is made 
on his farm and apply it to his plow land 
with one handling. He will keep all the 
live stock his farm nill carry and in order 
to make a large amount of manure will 
haul in when dry a quantity ot straw for 
bedding. 1 Uud it best to do thin im- 
mediately after thre&hiog. By bedding 
carefully the quality of manure is in- 
creased and the stock are kept warmer 
and cleaner. In the day time let the 
cattle run to the straw stack. They will 
eat a portion and tramp down some and 
more or less droppings will be mixed 
with it, all this should lj<j hauled and 
scattered on plow land. In tmuliug out 
manure the volatile gases are best pre- 
served by placing it in ueapj from tbe 
wagon, say five or six to ihe load. This 
used to be my custom aud I would ihen 
scatter il just before the plow reached it, 
thus turning under the manure fresh, 
but it made extra work so I save labor 
by scattering direct from wagon as fast 
as hauled. Again, to save labor lu 
handling manure i think it a good plan 
to keep horses loose in box stalls and 
well-bedded. Many times in winter the 
ground is too soft or manure too hard 
frozen to haul, and with a horse tied up 
he scon has a bad stall to stand in unless 
the manure is thrown out in the weather. 
By using box stalls and plenty of bed- 
ding tbe horse will keep quite comfort- 
able. 
Load manure directly into the 


wagon and haul it out. JS'ever handle 
it but once, and spread it evenly on thin 
parts of the field. If rtelds wiar thin 
the most economical way to get manure 
on tbprn is to sow clover on wheat and 
let the clover grow till the mouth ot 
Alay. After tbo wheat is cut then turn 
the hogs on it aud feed corn and you 
will make pork cheap aud improve your 
land. 
Always feed hogs where you 


will want to plow and let the same rule 
apply to stacking straw.
